Prince oF Waxes’s CorresronpvEnce. 

_ Mr MM. A. Taylor hid, he conceived it neceffary, 
beforé the Houfe thould go into a Committee, that 
one or twe papers, on which he fhould fay a few 
words, Were neceffary to be produced. Rumours 
were abroad, that the Prince, acquainted with the 
reftrictions propofed on the Regency, had refufed to 
accept it, and that he had intimated fuch refolution 
‘ta. the Cabinet. The firt queftion he withed to alk 
was, Whether Minifters had. made any communica- 
tien to the Prince of the reftriétions? and, fcond- 
ly, Whether the Prince had given any anfwer to fuch 
communication?

The Chair of the Cominittce was thea takea by 
Mr Alderman Watfon. 
Mr Pitt faid, that having opened the bufinefs ge- 
nerally on the former day, he fhould now confine 
| himfelf to the Fifth Refolution, which was the on 
ly one remaining before the Commitee. As they 
had provided by their firlt refolution for the difpateh 
of public bufinefs, they had but favs objects before 
them, and thefe were, the, profpect of his Majeity’s 
recovery, and the confervatioa of that dignity which 
fhoyld appertain to him, even in his prefent melan- 
choly fituation. ‘To the latter of thefe points the 
Refolutions naw before the Committee chiefly ténd- 
ed. Ir was his with that the Sovereign, on his te- 





* 





covery, fhould be aided by the moft confoling -re- 
fle@tions on the attentions and refpeét with which he 
had been treated by his people ; ad this wifh was, 
he trufted, fo general, that he woald not anticipate 
a difference of opinion, where he would not forefee 
an objection. It was, therefore, that he wifhed to 
commit to her Majefty the care of the King’s per- 
fon ; that, in this affecting vifitation,he was dzfirous 
of retrenching none of thofe whofe atendance on the 
King’s perfon was infeparable from ne forms of ‘his 
dignity ; and to give this important aftody into the 
hands of the Queen,accompanied by th powers which 
were incident to fuch a truit. He thn conclided 
with moving the Fifth Refolution, ‘ ‘That the. care 
of the perfon of the King be committed o her mott 
excellent Maje/ty—and that for the perfomance of 
that truft, the be endowed with full powers to re- 
move or continne all perfons' employed in the 
Houfehotd, and to difpofe, order, and manage all 
matters relating to the fame: and that for the bet- 
ter execution of the bufinefs thus entrutted, the thall 
be aflifted by a Council of Advice, with full powers 
to examine his Majefty’s phylicians on oath, from 
time to tirne, during the continuance of his Najetty’s 
indifpofition.” 

. Lord Maitland, whofe manner had been noticed 
by Mr Pitt in the courfe of his fpeech, felt, he faid, 
compelled to make a reply. ‘That Right Honour- 
able Gentleman had aflerted that an emplatic call 
of * Hear,” * hear” had generally beea fubstitu- 
ted as an anfwer to his arguments. He vould tel} 
him on the contrary, that the anfwer to he prefent 
arguments was not more obvious, than it was briet 
He had contended throughout for the mdptcaasce 
of the King’s dignity ; but he would tell hing, that is 
fuch a fituation, every emblem of digaity vas mii. 
placed. _ Tn the_prefent inltanoey fptendour wis i-~ 
conliftent, when the attributes of Suvereigaty could 
not anfwer the purpofe of infpiring refpect. With 
refpeét to the fucceffor to the Sovereignty, he, no 
more than the Right Hon. Gentleman fheald dwell 
on the perfonal qualities of the Priace of Wales ; 
his claim did certainly not reft on thefe, but on the 
{trong intereft he had in preferving that, to which he 
had the undoubted fucceilion, With regard to her 
Majetty, for whofe character he entertained the high- 
eft refpeét, he thought that the fole cuitody of the 
King’s perfon fhould not be entrutted in’ her hands, 
and for two reafons ; the Jfirfi was, that by the powers 
now tobe enttuftedy the was abfolutely interelted 
againji the Kings recovery, with which thofe powers 
were to ceafe ; and all who knew the weaknefs o! 
the human mind could not but fay,'that fuch a fitua- 
San oolns ee 4Upurt vdfire the Committee 5 it 
feemed from thence as if her feelings would: readily 
lead her into any belief refpecting his Majetty’s re- 
covery; and therefore the more high her character 
for conjugal tendernefs; the lefs fic fhe. was for a 
fituation from whence a true report was fo effeniially 
defirable. 

Mr Strutt {poke againft the refolution as uncon- 
{titutional. 

Mr Taylor reprobated, in {trong terms, the trans- 
fer attempted to be made by the prefent refulution 
of that patronage which fhould belong to che Re- 
gent, to what may be termed 7/e Queen's Party ! 
Power thus transferred, and without refponlivility, 
was oppofite to all his ideas of policy and juttice. 

Sir Fobn Swinburne, in a maiden fpeech, con- 
demned with great, though with a diffident elo- 
quence, the refolution before the Houfe, which was 
profeffedly founded on a refpe& to the fovereign, 
and yet appeared totally to forget the réefped which 
was due to the virtues of his fucceffor! He had 
no doubt, from what he had heard of the charaSer 
of her Majelty, that the mutt have been ill-advifed 
before fhe c-uld have aequiefced in the accepzance 
of a power fo dangerous and unjuttifiable as. that 
now offered, 

Mr Pulteney faid, it was impoffible that any evils 
could refult from the patronage in queltion. The 
Lords of the Bedchamber fhould, in his opinion, be 
retained, as being the firft likely to be called for by 
the Sovereign on his recovery ; and in the Honufe of 
Lords, it was impoflible that their votes could Hive 
fuch an operation as to interrupt the executive Qo- 
vernment. With refpecét to the other influence, 
which mutt accompany the payment of the money 
thus allotted, no inference could be drawn from 
this, unlefs it was afferted that it would bé in the 
power of a fet of butcher} and bakers to overturn a 
itate. 

Sir Fames Swinburne faid, that the diltributien 
of 300,000 |. per ann. muft be accompanied with 
more effect than the Hon, Gentleman who {poke 
Jaft feemed willingly to allow. 

Sir Yames Fohufione rofe.to propofe a queftion, 
viz. Whether, in cafe of the Queen’s demife, the 
fame powers were to be continu:,! to any other . per- 
fon ; and if fo, to whom were thefe powers to be 
configned ?- 

The Hon, Mr Buuverie expreffed his diffent to 
that part of the refolution which gave her Majefty 
the controul over the houfehold. 

Lord North obferved, That the refolution con- 
fifted of three quettions perfectly diftina from each’ 
other, The cuftody of the King’s perfon ;—the 4 
controul of the houfehold ;—and the eftablifhmene 
ofa Couacil. Thefe queftions fo diftina, he hoped 
that Mr Pitt would feel no reluétance to divide.

Mr Grey faid, the fafety of the King’s right was 
made the oltenfible plea for every meafure now ins 
troduced, however holtile te their feelings, however 
it may militate againft the duty which they owed to 
their country. But when the bufinefs came to be 
confidered, it would be found that the limitations 
propofed for this purpofe, were abfurd and ridicu- 

us in the extreme! Mr Grey paffed on to a de- 
wrod of the prefent fituation of her Majelty, on 
whofe character he defcanted in terms of the warm- 
eft eulogy. She, however, he obferved, had gain- 
ed her chief praife from having never joined in any 
political cabal. He hoped that this might be the 
cafe in the prefent inftance. He diftrufted much 
the Council of advice, as it was termed, and declared 
his diflike to the prefent refolution, if on no other 
grounds but one, namely, that it velted a power 
where it was not poflible by any act of theirs to at- 
tach a refponfibility ! 

Mr Duadas faid, that the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man (Mr Fox) had been too frequently guilty of 
aéts ot imprudence for the Houfe to fuppofe that he 
would have afferted the right of the Prince of Wales 
to aflume the government, if he thought the fuper- 
ftrugure which he was te raife could have been pla- 
ced on any other foundation. A noble Lord 
(North) had given elfo-« feowg vindication of the 
refolution, in pronouncing it the natural offspring of 
the preliminary refolutions which had paffed that 
Houfe. Mr Dundas, in the remaining part of his 
fpeech, faid he would not let the power out of Ais 
hands, meaning, he explained, the hands of Parlia- 
ment !—and contended, that the Prince would have 
the full influence over every part of the houfehold, 
through the intervention of the Council, and by 
means of his mother. 

Lord North replied, that his /earned friend who 
had fpoken laft had totally miftaken his meaning, if 
he fuppofed him to have faid, that the prefent refo- 
lutions were the natural offspring of the former. 
He had, on the contrary, faid emphatically, that 
thefe were the uznatural offspring ; and had expref- 
fed his furprize, that a bad precedent fhould fo foon 
be followed by that which would have been an a- 
bufe of the wort. ; 

Sit Gregory Page Turner, after fome hefitation 
between the Queen and Prince, not withing, he faid, 
to difoblige either, declared his opinion to be a- 
gaintt the Minifter. He then profefled his indepen- 
dence, and far down. 

The Solicitor General (Sir John Scott) faid, the 
dignity of his Majefty thould be preferved at every 
expence, and looking with a refpeStable anticipation 
to his feelings on recovery, his dignity fhould now be 
fu(tained with greater care than on any ordinary 
oceafion. The throne, he abferved, was fi.led ; 
the political capacity of the King was whole and 
perfect, though its perfonal exercife was interrupted, 
but his allegiance thould newerthelefs remain entire. 

In reply to Sir James Johnftone’s query, the Soli- 
citor faid, that in fuch a cafe it would undoubtedly 
be tor Parliament to determing, Who freayeitye fe 
then pafled fome reflegtions on the oppofite party, 
whofe arguments, he faid, were fuch as to fubtract 
from their reputed talents. 

Mr Fox immediately rofe. He faid, that with 
refpect to the deficiency of talents which the learn- 
ed gentleman had noticed ia the oppofers, he was 
Searcely qualified to fpeak ; he was partial, undoubt- 
edly, to thofe who felt with him ; he was {till more 
partial to thofe whom he loved and honoured ; but 
he had alfo candour to acknowledge the abilities of 
his opponents, and to praife them, though with an 
involuntary regret, even when they bore mott hard- 
ly upon him; but a regret of this kind he had not 

_ experienced through the prefént conzelt, nor had 
any one imprethon caufed even a Momentary pain. 
liven the learned gentleman who {poke laft had 
dwelt too much on the forz, and too hittle on the 
Subfiance, to produce any fuch effect. In the courfe 
of the prefent and former debates, much ftrefs had 
been laid on the admiration due to the chira@er of 
her Majetty and the Prince of Wales, refpedtively 
taken 3 yet he could not bat fay, that fuch a mode 
of arguing was unmaaly and unfair.
